Evergreens  constitute  the  logical  windbreak  for  the  farm- 
stead, not  alone  in  summer  but  more  so  in  the  winter.  Decidous  trees  give  shelter 
in  the  summer  when  it  is  least  needed,  however  thej’-  grow  quick  if  both  kinds  are 
planted.  Plant  the  first  outside  row  of  American  Arbor  Vitae,  this  when  exposed 
to  the  full  light  will  keep  its  branches  right  down  to  the  ground  and  make  a perma- 
nent foundation  for  the  planting,  or  you  can  make  it  a hedge,  the  next  rows  to  be 
planted  with  Fir,  Pine  and  Spruce.  A couple  rows  of  Popple  and  Golden  Willow  inside 
will  grow  up  quick  and  make  a temporary  windbreak.  We  have  decided  to  offer 
Evergreens  for  less  than  we  could  sell  them  at  wholesale  in  order  to  encourage  the 
planting  of  Evergreen  windbreaks  in  the  North.
